The Titusville (Pa.) Herald records 


a rapid aud marked appreciation in the 
value of oil during the third uiarterof 
the present year, and adds: ™Wo»r? 
shipping 40,000 barrels of crude per 
day. Our stock on hand in iton tanks 
ia eatfmated to be a little OTer 3,000, 
000 barrels. In order to supply the 
home and export demand ibr the next 
three months it will require thia 40-, 
000 barrels per day of shipments to be 
kept up, or a draft upon tho stocks of 
over 1,250,000 barrels before Jan. 1, 
provided our production does not mate* 
rially increase during the interim. By 
the close of this month the number of 
drilling wells on now and old territory 
will have reached some 800 to 1,600, 
which, from the stead; decline in ex- 
isting wells, is inadequate to keep up 
the production, unless, perqhanee, some 
new and prolific territory in the mean- 
while is discovered. , For the first time 
in the history of the region, therefore, 
we are compelled t j fall Lack upon Qld 
territory to keep up the supply.

The running expenses of 


the exhibition have averaged about 
811,000 per day. 
This includes also 


8300,000 paid to the three hundred 
judges of award , 8160,000 territorial 
expenses, under which will come the 
removal and reshipment of goods, and 
the removal of buildings ; $600,000 for 
the centennial guard and ott-er police 
purposes, ?15u,000 for the fire departs 
rnent, and 8150,000 for administrative 
expenses, officers, clerks, printing, and 
incidental expenses. At 811,000 per 
day the total running expenses of the 
exhibition from May 10 to November 
10 will be 81,800,000. Up to the 15th 
inst., the total receipts of cash amounts 
ed to 82,688,635, and it is confidently 
expected that this amount will be so 
increased by the 10th of November as 
to leave a net surplus of 81,500,000 
after deducting the expenses as above 
stated. The wnount ef paid up stock 
is about $2,250,000, and with a sur- 
plus of 81,500,000 after 
»11 expenses 


paid, a dividend of over 65 per cent 
can be declared to the smallholders: 
that is to say, they will get back that 
portion of their paid up subscription. 
At all events the surplus cannot possi- 
bly fall short of fifty per cent, of the 
paid up stock, and this will be fifty per 
cent, more than the subscriber! ever 
expected to get back.
